The Diamonds of Georgia. 


Editor Constitution: Several diamonds 
will be on exhibition at the State Fair, to- 
gether with the stacolumite or matrix, in 
which they are found. This mineral is not 
only very rare. but one of the most singu- 
lar and magnificent forms of chrystaliza- 
tion in the world. Over 50 have been found 
in Hall county; some of which were worth 
$2,000, but generally ranging from $100 to 


500. 

Mr. Loyd, formerly of the Washington 
Hall, in Atlanta, during the four “mye he 
was superintending the gold washings at 
the “Glade Mine,” picked from the pan- 
nings a mustard bottle full without know- 
ing anything of their nature or value.

Wherever gold workings have been car- 
ried on in Hall county, they have been 
found, and picked up merely as curiosities 
—iInany given away and some sold for a 
trifle. From the geology of the country. 
and the accompanying minerals, with 
other circumstances, there can be no doubt 
but a well directed system of workings by 
experienced hands. would develope a ricli 
diamond district. In Brazil, thousands of 
hands equally ignorant, but with less cu- 
riosity.washed gold for over halfa century. 
and threw away untold millions. This 
may be the case here. All that is necessa- 
ry is capital, and experienced miners.
